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In 2019, the Central Texas region’s
estimated total population was 1.2
million or about 4.3 percent of the
state’s total population. That marked an
increase of 10.7 percent (about 120,000
people) since the 2010 Census.
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Central Texas region workers with
some college or associate degrees and
stable jobs earn an average of $3,773
more annually than those with a high
school degree, while those with at least
a bachelor’s degree earn an average of
$19,389 more.
